died/it his home in this city at 10:30 
o'clock p. m., Wednesday, February 
20th, 1907. 


While Judge Hunter's health had 


not been good for about three years, 
his dsath came very unexpectedly to 
his family and his many friends in 
this city and community. The unex- 
pected announcement Thursday morn- 
Ing produced a general shock of sur- 
prise aad sorrow. 


Judge Hunter came from 
rugged 


Scotch-Irish ancestry, his mother be- 
ing a native of Ireland. He was born 
at Cadiz, Ohio, on the 31st of May, 
3S39, and was therefore sixty-seven 
years of age at ,his decease. He spent 
his boyhood and youth in his±_nayti$£, 
place, and obtained his education, so 
far as any institution of learning was 
concerned, In the public schools of 
Cadiz. 
This did not however consti- 


tute all nor the principal part, of his 
education. He pursued his studies 
under private teachers and privately 
to such extent, that he became a man 
of great 
learning and 
cultivation. 


Judge Hunter was a patriot, before 
he was anything else, and hastened to 
c-nroll himself in defense of his coun- 
try at the first call for troops in the 
Civil war. After his service in ths 
army he worked for a time at the 
printing art, studying law during his> 
leisure while engaged in that occupa- 
tion, and was admitted to the bar in 
1863. 
Having begun the practice of 


his profession in Cambridge, Ohio, the 
3 ear of his admission, he removed to 


Newark in 1864, where he has 
re- 


mained in the practice ever since. His 
natural ability, industry and integrity 
^oon brought a large clientele, and 
crowned his efforts with great suc- 
cess. His was a success, always with 
honor. 


Judge Hunter held many public po- 


sitions, in the line of his profession, 
by the election of his fellow citizens. 
He held two terms of the 
office of 


City Solicitor of the City of Newark; 
two terms as Prosecuting Attorney of 
Licking county; two terms as Judge 


of the Court of Common Pleas, in the 
First Subdivision of the Sixth Judicial 
District of the State. 
His adminis- 


tration of the duties of each of these

him 


His conduct as a lawyer, an 
official 


and as a citizen was always disinter- 
ested and honorable.

of honor and the universal regard of 
the community. 


Judge Hunter was married in 1*72 


to Miss Iva Robbins, the daughter of 
the late Willis Robbins, who survive 
his death. He is also survi\ed 
L; 


their four children, viz: Mrs. Charleo 
Kellenberger of Marion, Indiana, Mrs 
Herman Upham of Detroit, Michigan 
Robbins Hunter, Esq., of this city, and 
Miss Louise Hunter who resides at 
the family home. 


The funeral of Judge Hunter wil 


take place from the home at 2 p. m. 
Friday, Februaiy 22.

Promised Peary by Roosevelt, and 


Another Attempt to Reach the 


Pole Will be Made.

reached by the balloon method, was

It appears also, that he has been 


led to believe in the balloon plan 
through the arguments of President 
Rooseielt, whom he recently visited. 


Commander Peary, who is in Xew 


York to give a lecture, says he will 
make another try for the North Pole 
in 1908 in a balloon, which President 
Roosevelt has promised 
to furnish. 


The details have not been arranged, 
but they will probably be aTong the 
lines mapped out by Walter Wellman 
who is to try for the pole in a bal- 
loon next spring. 


Commander Peary will leave X"-v 


York in 3Iarch, 1908, and expects to 
return in ihe fall with the proof chat 
he has reached the goal for which he

OHIO LEADS IN PENSIONS 


The service pension bill recently 


passed by Congress has swamped Ad- 
jutant General Critchfield and Pension 
Commissioner Curry and it may be 
necessary for them ,to ask for addi- 
tional help. 


The bill provides for a minimum 


pension of $12 per month for every 
soldier of the civil or Mexican war 
who has reached the age of 62 years. 
?35 for those 
over 70, and $25 for 


those over 75. 


As practically every surviving sol- 


dier of the civil war is at least 62 
yeaite of age, the bill means that a1.! 
old soldiers will get a pension. Ad- 
jutant General Critchfield states that 
the biggest demand on his depart- 
men is by old soldiers, who are now 
receiving an amount less than the ser- 
vice bill provides for. 


Ohio had 350,000 soldiers in the 


civil war and she will have the larg- 
est number of pensioners under the 
new law.

T 


HAT Washington was very well 


off in this world's goods is a 
matter of common knowledge. 
The (act that he was exceed- 


ingly shrewd and thrifty iu business 
matters is not BO -widely kuowa. 
He 


inherited much property, and he in- 
creased it-by careful management. 


Washington was indeed a niauy sided 


man. He could conquer a king or in- 
crease a corn crop with the same fidel- 
ity to detail. He looked closely after

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fighting, and therein lay the secret of 
his success in both these professions. 


"Letters and Recollections of George 


Washington," published by Double- 
day, Page & Co., reveals the business 
side of his life in a manner calculated 
to convince the reader that the Father 
of His Country was a likely hand at 
a bargain. It required a mighty lively 
rascal to cheat George Washington in 
a business deal. 
He was an able 


judge of men and a severe analyzer of 
motive^. In a fe-nvwords lie could de- 
lineate the character of a statesman or 
draw a correct picture of a servant, 
and he looked after his servants, both 
employee and slave, from the head 
overseer on his plantation to the ugli- 
est scullion in his kitchen. 


The letters mentioned were written 


by Washington to his private secre- 
tary, Tobias Lear, a young man from 
New Hampshire, who occupied that 
confidential post during the last sis- 
teen years of the great man's life. 


In a letter written 
from "George 


Town" early in 1791 Washington in- 
closes several other letters, one of 
which he mentions thus: 


Another letter from Colo. Cnnnon which 


I may venture to say pro\«s him to be, 
what I will not call him, and that I peed 
never look for any Rent from him. 
I 


pray you to say to him, if he does com* 
to Philadelphia during my absence—that 
his mm statement given at New York- 
floes not justify his prest. report—and 
that I am too well acquainted with the 
prices of jjrain & the demand for it last 
year in his own neighborhood, to be im- 
posed upor> by such a tale as his letter 
exhibits. In a word I mean that I am by 
no means satisfied with his treatment ot 
me. 


It is well known that Washington 


provided in his -will for the liberation 
of his slaves after the death of his 
widow. While he lived, however, he 
took good care to see thnt his slaves 
served him properly and that they did 
not permit dreams of liberty to disturb 
their equilibrium. 
When the capital 


of the nation was removed to Phila- 
delphia, Washington took a number 
of slaves from his Mount Vernon es- 
tate to serve in the presidential man- 
sion, a house rented by the president. 
It appears from the following remarks 
In a letter to Mr. Lear from Richmond 
that Washington was worried lest 
some of his negroes might obtain their 
liberty under Pennsylvania's laws: 


The Attorney-General's case and mine I 


conceive, from a conversation I had with 
him respecting our Slaves, is some what 
different. He in order to qualify himself 
for practice in the Courts of Pennsyl- 
vania, was obliged to take the Oaths of 
Citizenship to that Staff; whilst my resi- 
dence Is incidental as an Officer of Gov- 
ernment only, but whether,among people 
who are in the practice of enticing slaves 
even where there is no colour of law for 
it, this distinction will avail. I know 
not, and therefore beg you will take the 
best advise you can on the subject, and 
in case it may be found that any of my 
Slaves may, or any for them shall at- 
tempt their freedom at the expiration of 
six months, it is my wish and desire that 
you would send the tvhnlf, or such part 
of them as Mrs. "Washington may not 
chuse to keep, home—for although I do 
not think they would be benefitted bv the 
change, yet the idea of freedom might be 
too great a temptation for them to resist. 
At any rate it might if they conceived 
they had a right to it, make them inso- 
lent In a State of Slavery. As all except 
Hercules and Paris ar^ dower negroes, it 
behoves me to prevent the emancipation 
of them, otherwise I *7inK not only loose 
the use of them, but may have them to 
pay for. 
If upon taking ?ood advise it is 


found expedient to rend them back to 
Virginia, I wish t0 have it accomplished 
under pretext that may deceive both 
them and the Public.—and none I think 
would so effectually do this, as Mrs. 
Washington 
coming 
to Virginia n»xt 


month (towards the middle or latter end 
of It, as she seemed to have a wish to do) 
if she can accomplish it by any con- 
venient and agreeable m'-ans, with the 
assistance of the Slap" Horses &c. This 
would naturally 
brinK her

Both his solicitude for the comfort 


and health of his slaves and his eye 
for a bargain are reve.ilfd by this pas- 
sage -written to Mr. L".ir in June, tha 
secretary being in Flnl.irlelphia:

prised of my wishes:—low & squat (well 
made) boj s would suit best. If f-misrrant? 
are not to be had. there can bf no doubt 
that some of the dutch servants in the 
family could easily procure such as are 
wanted from among the citizens. 


When Washington found it necessary 


to take a house in Philadelphia a com- 
mittee of citizens hinted something 
about paying the rent thereof, but 
the president firmly declined to have 
anybody but himself pay it. However, 
he seems to have had some difficulty in 
arriving at a fair figure owing to vari- 
ous improvements made necessary by 
his occupancy and to the apparent in- 
disposition of the owner. Robert Mor- 
ris, to set a price of rental. He writes 
to Mr. Lear: 


I hope there Is no intention of adding 


near 50 Pr. Cent to the rent of the house 
I occupy; for I trcll remember my desir- 
ing you to inform the Committee that I 
must and vould know upon what t^rms I 
was to Inhabit the House and yt. you told 
me they had fixed the Rent at 500£ Pr. 
Annum. 


Washington's secretary made a trip 


to Europe in the fall of 179:!. A black- 
smith was needed ou the Virginia plan- 
tation5!. Accordingly the landlord wrote 
to Mr. Lear: 


If it should be convenient, and perfect- 


ly safe for vou to engage for m°. on i°a- 
sonablp terms 
t> complete Black Smith, 


you would obligi- me by doint? so. As there 
are lav.3 in England prohibiting such en- 
gagements under revere penalties, and 
such, may exist in other Countries, you 
will understand me clearly that for no 
consideration whatsoever would I have 
you run the smallest risk of encountering 
them—you know full w^ll what kind of a 
smith would suit my purposes. * * * He 
must have a. character on which you can 
rely, not only as a complete workman for 
a farm, but as an honest, sober r.nd in- 
dustrious man. If he comes on wages 
they must be moderate; & with or with- 
out wages, he must be bound to serve me 
three years—four would be better. 


Washington sometimes became in- 


dignant 'at the derelictions of house 
servants, which Fhows that a present 
day problem was in existence then. 
He writes: 


On th° 2<U?i. T wrnt" vou two letters. 


In nne of thTn I intended (hut forgot it) 
to have made- a request that you would 
enqune after the lad that used to wait 
at Suter's AVilliam I think his name was) 
whose servitude had expired, and if disen- 
ga^fi and his character good, as well as 
handy, to engage him for rnc at eight 
Dollars P. Month, (with the other allow- 
ances knffwn to you) being TO hat I am 
now obiigr-d to give, to the most indiffer- 
ent sot of servants I ever had. 


The common opinion is that Wash- 


ington w;is such an austere personage 
that he never deigned to smile or crack 
a joke. A postscript to a leiter to 
Mr. Lear just after he left Philadel- 
phia and the presidency in 3707 hns a 
humorous touch. The ex-president was 
arranging to have his things sent back 
to Mount Vernou, to which he was re- 
tiring to end his days in peace and 
quietude. He gave instructions to have 
the prate packed in some old carpeting 
to keep it from scratching. "The bed- 
stead which Nelly Custis slept on be- 
longs (Mrs. Washington saysi to me. 
Let this and the trundle under it be 
Bent in the Vessel." After various oth- 
er instructions and Wa-ihing.ou's ha- 
bitual expression of affection, regard, 
etc., with whii-h he clo.-pd all his 1 "fr- 
iers to his secretary. r>?ime the post- 
script: "O:i OUP si'le I am called upon 
to remember the Pairot, on the other 
to remember the dog.

Are -Sighted 
After Wiinclering For 


Many Ix>ng Yt-ars.

The citizens of Ruston were much j 


delighted today when there floated j 
over their little .village shortly before | 
sunset, at a distance or nor. more than 
half a mile apart and at an elevation 
'Of perhaps halt a mile, three of the- 
famous golden balloons which wert- 
sent up 17 years ago by George Pea- 
body o{ Georgetown, and none of 
•which ".has. ever been 
seen 
in tlm 


country'be foie.

centric character, was. an enthusias- 
tic aeronaut in his earlier days, and 
.in after life and a short time before 
he died, nearly 20 years ago, hr> con- 
structed some dozen or more balloons 
of pure gold, about five feet in diam- 
eter, and filling them -with gas sealed 
them up and allowed them to float 
away into the air, stating that 
they 


would never return to earth again; 
that the gold was drawn out so thin 
that they ware almost 
as 
light as 


silk and yet were abundantly strong 
to resist the pressure of the gas from 
•within, and that they were and would 
permanently remain 
wholly imperv- 


ious to the gas, retaining it entirely 
undiminished for ages if necessary. 


Since that time the balloons have 


been heard from many times in dif- 
ferent parts of the world and hi'.Te 
excited 
the most intense wonder 


wherever they have appeared. 


In 1895 in January, one of them 


was brought down to: the earth with 
a burden of ice and sleet which had 
gathered upon it in a winter storm 
at Haadon, 
Norway, and was cap- 


tured by a policeman and taken by 
him to the police station, where it 
was gazed upon by dozens of wonde- 
ing Norwegians who could not make 
out what it possibly could be. 
After 


it had been admired 
at the station 


for a time the policeman took it up 
to carry it home, but in going out of 
the double doors—it would not pass 
through 
the 
other 
doorways—it 


struck it against a post and the cov- 
ering over it, which had been loosen- 
ed by the heat of the station, broke 
entirely away and the balloon escap- 
ed from him and at once mounted 
far away out of his reach. 


In Cape Colony in 1897 one of the 


balloons was captured by Piet Saau- 
marin, an expert marksman, who shot 
a Mauser rifle ball through it at a 
height of over.half.a mile, bringing 
it to the ground. He crumpled it up 
and smelted it and, as the 
report 


goes on to say, "spent the proceeds 
a wild debauch." 


They--have been reported as being 


seen in Japan and Australia and 
many other widely separated portions 
of the world and John Shipton, a sea

•was driven across tne deck of his

There is no report,

junction of the three over Ruston, 
and the citizens say that it was a 
strange sight to see the three halls, 
"glowing like little suns," sailing 
quietly along the sky as the sun went.

Old Soldiers Asking Many Questions 


to Get Information—Xo Pay 


For Claim Agents. 


Columbus, O., Feb. :dl—More than 


1,000 application:?, 
or, 
rather, 
re- 


quests, for information 
under 
the 


new service pension act have been re- 
ceived at tiie office of .State Pension 
Commissioner W. L. Curry. So num- 
erous have they become that this of- 
ficial has been 
compelled to have 


.blanks printed for replies to these 
letters, and the present indications 
are that the department will be fairly 
Hooded with business within a short 
time. 
The new 
law 
prohibits any 


claim agent, pension attorney or oth- 
«r pcisuu- irom receiving 
any com- 


pensation for services in presenting 
'a claim to the national 
bureau of 


pensions, and this will cause most of 
the work to devolve upon Commis- 
sioner Curry. 


"The provisions of the new law 


are quite simple.'' sriici Colonel Cur- 
ry. 
"They provide that any soldier 


who has served 90 days in the Civil 
war or GO days in the Mexican war 
shell receive a service 
pension 
as 


follows: 
It' C2 years or over, $12 a 


month; 70 or over, $15 a mouth, pn'l 
75 or over §20 per month. It should 
be understood that this is not in ad- 
dition to any pension now beiiijr re- 
ceived. Soldiers receiving more lhan 
could be paid under the act. are no' 
eligible. 
It is absolutely 
necessary 


that a new application be made for 
an increase. 
If a soldier of 7" who 


is now drawing $12 under the old 
law wants to get the $3 additional, or 
$15 a month, he must make applica- 
tion. Rank in the service will not bo 
considered in claims, nor is it neces- 
sary to set forth any disability or dis- 
ease. 
Proof of birth 
is absolutely 


•necessary. 
The law provides 
that 


this may be established from family. 
church or 
public 
records. 
Special 


reference is made to family Bibles as 
evidence. The application blank must 
be.. certified before a justice of the 
peace, county clerk or probate Judge. 
If before a justice the certificate on 
the back of the application must lie 
filled out by the clerk of the court 
in that county." 


The state department 
is 
issuing 


these blanks to .applicants, together 
with a letter 
of instruction. 
The 


chief mistake 
of the 
pensioners Is 


that they are entitled to the service 
allowance in addition to that receiv- 
ed for disability, which, as stated, is 
a gross error.
